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FOREWORD 


In  addition  to  its  regular  Annual  and  Semi-Annual  Faval  Stores 
Reports  on  product  ion,  consumption  and  stocks  of  naval  stores,  the  llaval 
Stores  Research  Division  has,  at  the  request  of  some  of  the  War  Agencies, 
undertaken  the  issuance  of  quarterly  reports.     These  reports  are  issued 
under  Federal  Act  278,  authorizing  and  directing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  collect,  compile  and  publish  statistics  and  essential  information  relating 
to  spirits  of  turpentine  and  rosin  produced,  held  and  used  in  the  domestic 
attri  foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States. 

If  production  figures  for  this  period  are  used  as  a  "basis  for  est- 
imating this  season's  probable  production,  the  fact  that  gum  naval  stores 
production  is  seasonal  should  be  borne  in  mind*    Prcod  naval  stores  production^ 
on  the  other  hand,  is  not  seasonal  but  is  baaed  largely  upon  probable  consumer 
demand  and  to  some  degree  upon  labor* 

As  in  previous  reports*  carryover  (stocks)  of  turpentine  and  rosin 
is  separated  into  gum  and  wood  products.     Stocks  cf  rood  rosin  do  not  include 
so-called  "B  wood  rosin."    while  sulphate  rood  turpentine  is  carried  in  the 
regular  production  and  carryover  tables,  data  on  "liquid  rosin",  tall  oil, 
are  in  a  table  separate  froa  gum.  and  wood  rosin.    Fending  the  selection  of 
a  proper  term,  we  continue  to  refer  to  the  mi:rture  of  resin  and  fatty  acids 
recovered  by  the  acidification  of  the  soap  curds  (black  liquor  soap)  obtained 
in  the  production  of  sulphate  pulp  as  tall  oil.    The  tall  oil  so  obtained 
contains  approximately  42  percent  of  rosin  ocids. 

The  data  on  production,  consumption  and  stocks  are  expressed  in 
commercial  units:     For  turpentine  -  barrels  cf  50  gage  gallons;  and  for  rosin  - 
drums  of  approximately  520  -pounds  net  weight.    A  unit  of  naval  stores  consists 
of  one  barrel  of  turpentine  and  two  and  two-thirds  drums  of  rosin*  Carryover 
figures  do  not  include  gum  turpentine  or  rosin  producible  from  crude  gum  on 
hand . 

Statistics  on  exports  and  imports  of  turpentine  and  rosii~  arc-  not 
available  for  the  current  quarter  but  are  shown  for  the  corresponding  three 
months'     period  of  last  year. 

These  reports  are  desiwood  to  be  of  use  to  the  industry —producer, 
factor,  distributor,  and  consumer.    Every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  complete  and 
accurate  information  but  the  completeness,  accuracy  and  promptness  of  issue 
depend  upon  the  cooperation  of  those  reporting.     In  accepting  the  statistics 
given  in  this  report,  as  well  as  those  in  previous  reports,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Chemistry  merely 
asscmblos  the  figures  from  the  individual  reports  received  and  is  not  respox>» 
siblo  for  their  accuracy.
